I cannot learn certainly who is the Author, although he fays he has 
been very converſant in my Afairs, and pretends to be furniſht with 
more particular knowledge of them than other Men; but I believe, that 
is but a pretence for the more ſpecious wounding of me, becaulc it 1s. too 
Knaviſh a'part for any body who was a Servant or Officer under me 
to do, for his own ſake, had the ſubje& matter'of it been true; but I 
find it to be fo generally falſe, that it is impoſſible for any. that rela- 
ted to the Exchequer or Treaſury to be ſo ignorant of the matters of 
Fatt ; beſides, to have told ſo many untruths knowingly, and: under 


Colour to do his King. and Country ſervice, is an Action too black to 
believe of any Man; although I muſt confeſs, I know not how far ſuch 
a Man may go, as abandons all the Rules of Honour and Generoſity, in 
ſpeaking of one under Reſtraint, things that he knows ought not to be 
faid of any Gentleman. 15 | 
He is fo ſenſible of this fault himſelf,” that he thought it needed an 
Apology, but is able to make no better an one for it,than by another un- 
truth ; which is, that he ſays it is charged upon every body by the Author 
of the Srate of my Caſe, that Malice may have too great a ſhare in the 
Proſecution of me : Whereas the Expreſſion in that Book, is in the begin- 
ning of the Bouk, and ſpeaks only of the Cauſe. which makes ſome men 
Jſuſpet whether malice may not have too great a ſhare,'&c.

In the firſt place : Page the 3; hecharges me with having applied two

The next” matterjof Fa&t mentioned, as to Money, is the 18 Months 
Tax. _ (for I ſhall take notice of his Suggeſtions upon that and other 
things, when the Facts are cleared.) This was payable in fix Quarters, 
wiz. third of Fuze, 73. third of September, 73. third of December, 73- 
third of March, 73.'\third of June, 74. third of September, 74, And TI 
entred to the Treaſury the 19th of ane, 73. fo that I received all 
that came in of that Tax, faving what was'paid between the 3d, and 
19th of June, 73. Infomuch that the Examiner-in that particular is ſo 
near ſpeaking trye, that the whole ſix Quarters were paid in my time; 
but belides the firſt three Quarters, which the-Examiner confeſſes were 
Atſigned by my Lord C/iford, there was alſo twenty one thouſand, one 
hundred fixty three pound, fix ſhillings and eight pence, charged by his 
Lordſhip on the fourth Quarter of that Tax ; and if the Examiner were 
as knowing as he pretends to be in the Exchequer, he muſt know that 
rhe lalt three Quarters of that Tax brought clear into the Zxcheguer, 
only the Sum of five hundred fixty five thouſand, four hundred ninety

When he comes to what the King loſt in his Cuftoms by the Corn-A&, 
and the Att for prohibiting French Commodities; he anſwers that,4y ca/i 
them ſlight particulars, although one of them was above ſixty thouſ; 
pound a year, and the other eſtimated to me by the Commuiſlioners of 
the Cuſtomes at 6ne hundred and fifty thoufand, pound a year ;| and 
herein he Arraigns his own skill, as much as he undervallues the Kings 
tos, by faying, Pageithe 6th, that none can gueſs what thoſe Ails naight 
leſſen from the Cuſtoms - Whereas the Computations are duly made there. 
of every year by the Comptroller of the Cuſtoms ;by whole Certificates 
the Corn Debenters amounted in my time to more than ſixty thoufand 
pound a year, for'the years 76 and 77. and what theloſs by the Prohi- 
bition hath amounted to, could not appear inmy time: At laft, he ends 
that Paragraph with 'an Argument to confute the Author of my Caſe, 
by which. he has/done 'me much more kindnefs than rhat Author did ; 
for he ſays, it will uppear the Cuftoms never yielded ſo much as in my days ; 
by which he acknowledges a better Management of that Revenue in my 
tune; than before, *nd'Tet who the Examiner pleaſes have the Honour

The next Charge this Examiner endeavours to lay againſt me, is a- 
Lout the Poll Bil}, and that Zecauſe ſome of the Eaſt-land Merchants were 
not paid for ſome Goods which were contratted for Ly the Comiſſioners of the 
Navy, beyend the Sum that Aft amounted to, 

It is in this, as in moſt of the Particulars throughout his Book, both 
the Examiners misfortune and mine,that he knows {o little ofthe matters 
he mcddles with; for if he had known better, he would have given both

times of lending, and days of Repayment ſtated and- adjuſted by 
one of the Kings Auditors upon Oath, examined by the Chancellour 
of the Exchequer, allowed and ſign'd by the Lord Treaſurer and Chancel- 
lour of the Exchequer ; and contequently what Intereſt was paid, muſt 
needs be known both to my ſelf, the Chancellour of the Exchequer, and 
theAuditor,before whom the ſaid Account is ſtated; and whereas the Ex- 
aminer aſſerts, that nothing will be found in the Weekly Certificates of the 
payment of any ſuch Intereſt at all ; it is ſo much the contrary, that in many 
of the Weekly Certificates it will appear, that ſuch Intereſt is therein 
accounted ; and I dare be confident, there will not appear above eight 
per Cent. unleſs it be for ſome inconſiderable Sum or Time. | 

In the next Paragraph, Pages 9 and 10, he comes to what he calls the 
Foundation of all his Work, and ſays he will farniſh the Author of my Caſe 
with a Computation more. particular than perhaps he defires, and will pull 
off the Vail ; which if he had done, he would haye Corre&ed the Au- 
thor of that Caſe, by ſetting down a true Computation; as I would 
have done my ſeif, if the ſaid Author had conſulted me before his Book 
had been Printed :- But there are divers things I would have altered in 
that Book, had I been the Author of it, although T know not one. mat- 
ter of Fa&tthat is untrue in the whole Book,(except the ſaid Computati- 
on, which wasto my diſadvantage) nor has this Examiner made! ap 
that thereis ; and if T had been ſo triendleſs, as he ſuppoſes me, that no 
body would have writ that Book for me, I would at leaſt have been 


my own Friend ſo much, as to have ſet down the Sums init tomy own

antage where they had been true, and ſo ought this Examiner to have 
done, it he had been honeſt. 

He laies hold of a miſtake of the Author of that Szate (for I cannot

entrance to the Treafury, and 'is liable to the Examiner's Cavil, | unlets 
by his knowledge he would either have reCtified' it, or his Printer's mi- 
ſtake, who I rather believe has told the untruth on my ſide; for he 
has made it Eight millions, fixty two hundred ſeventy fix thouſand, ſeven 
bundred fixty ſeven pounds ; which makes fourteen Millions two hundred 
ſeventy ſix thouſand ſeyen hundred ſixty ſeven pounds: But I ſuppoſe 
he means the firſt Sum of eight Millions, &c.

Thar the two hundred thouſand pound, mentioned on the 5th Part, 
of the Exciſe, is accounted double, being part of the ſix hundred and 
nineteen thouſand three hundred eighty eight pounds, (fo grofly wil- 
ful or ignorant are the miſtakes in his Calculations) and one hundred 
fifty two thouſand ſeven hundred fifty ſeven pounds, part of the faid ſix

expreſling ſo much ar} #73 and Duty to his Majeſty, would have won- 
dered at,though it had all been laid out inthe ſþace of three years without 
giving him or any body elſe an account of it ; but had there been an 
opportunity for that account, I had ſhewed, and am at all times ready to 
jhew and prove, with his Majeſtics leave, that fitty ſeven thouſand ſe-

are reſtored by the faid Peace; and demandedan intire Reſtitution of the 
Duke of Lorraiz to that Dukedom, as may be ſeen by, thoſe very Propo- 
fals, which were then ſent to Mr. Montague by Secretary Coventry, and 
without which his Majeſty would not hearken to any offers of their Mo. 
ney, nor (as is faid in the ſaid Letter) would he fuffer it to be mentioned 
by his Ambaſſador ; nay ſo much has his Majeſty been injured in this 
mattcr, that he needed not have wanted that Money which he fo totall 
rejected, if he would but have givew his conſent to the termsupon which 
the Peace was at laſt concluded at Nimiguen. © - 
He follows that Charge of Leaſing Parlraments,within two or three Pa- 
ragraphs, with /aying Contradidions to the Kings Charge, but would impoſe 
that alſo upon the Author of the Szate, ſaying, ſare though be has been very 
bold with the King, yet he would not make him own Contradittions at the ſame 
time; and I do not find the ſaid Author to have ſaid one word like it, 
though this Examiner hath done ſo with great freedom. 

There is an Explanation in Print of my faid Letter of the 25th of 
March to Mr. Montague, together with two of his Letters, which will 
ſhew the cauſe why the Money-part was kept ſecret from the Secreta- 
ries, &c.

The great Maſter of the Nation can g7vVe no 
more prote (tion, nor require more & rn than the Laws of God aud Man

Now what does this imply ( being faid upon: this occaſion ) leſs than 
charging the King with Commanding an unlawful thing, if he did Com- 
mand the writing of the ſaid Letter, (which his Majeſty himſelf has own- 
ed publickly ;) and me tor obeying his Majeſties Commands in what the 
Examiner calls unlawful ? | 2 

To this I muſt anfwer, That I durſt not take upon me ſo eaſily as this 
Examiner does, to judge whether that were unlawful, which the King . 
thiaks to be lawful ; although it had been in a more doubttul matter : 
But when the ſubje& matter is about Peace and War, the Examiner him- 
ſelf acknowledges, pag: 31. that there is no queſtion but the King may treat 
of Peace even in War declared ; and yet in pag. 32: would infauate that 
a Letter of that nature, and by the Kings Command, and before War 
declared, ſhould be underſtood to be about an unlawful matter ; for other- 
wiſe by the Examiner's own Doctrine the King's Commands og thatifub. 
je& were legal, and my obedience no Crime, but did deſerve Protection. 

When. he has done with the Afairs of State, he is pleaſed to apree the 
Accuſations about Sir Edmundbury Godfrey to be Libel againſt me, and 
that to draw arguments 'of guilt from relying upon the Kings Pardon, (would 
rather ſhew a defire to Z a Crime than prove it : But gy King's part, 
how valid or good his Pardon is, his continued duty and reſpect to his 
Majeſty makes him forbear to ſpeak his opinion; and I perceive alſo he 
takes it. to be of ſuch weight if he ſhould, that be fears it might too much 


Anticipate a Parliaments Judgment, and upon the whole, he concludes 
(and Fagree with him in that) that if he has madea ta be true, what 
he has ſaid againſt me, my Pardon wag certainly my beſt defence ; but be- 
ing ſo apparently contrary to truth, not only concerning me, but the 
King himflf; I am ſure he needs a Pardon much more than he deſerves 
one, as believe he is ſenſible, becauſe he takes the fateſt courſe of all, 
which is to diſguiſe himſelf, as well as he has done Truth : And if the 

iner was any of my Proſecuters, he cannot deny but that malice 
has had'too great a ſhare at leaft in his part of my P «on 
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
